plant,

experimenting with a machine design- estimate, 
cd to cut and chop the stalks and 
spread them over the fields. Any bor- 
ers in the stalks would be destroyed 
by this process. 
The European cornborer is repro- 


ducing in America more rapidly than 
most other Insects, because it has been 
free from the natural enemies tha 
kept it in check in its native habitat. 
Mr. Fluke said. 


"As the borers spend winter in 


the stalks, any method which will de- 
stroy the latter will dispose of lar.je 
numbers of borers." he stated. "Put- 


'. 
ting corn in silos is effective, as well 
as feeding it directly. If the stalks 
are cut late and the stubble left long, 
it must be thoroughly plowed under 
with no corn refuse showing on the 
surface of the ground or the borers 
will survive the winter and develop 
into moths in the spring, ready to lay 
eggs on the new crop. 


"After the European corn borer ar- 


rives ,lt will be necessary for every 
farmer and gardener to destroy all the 
corn stalks of field and sweet corn 
every year to kill the borers contain- 
ed .in them. In the southern Wiscon- 
sin counties where corn is raised as 
a" cash crop, there has been an in- 
creasing tendency to allow the stalks 
to stand in the field over winter,and 
then merely to drag them, down rath- 
er than to plow them under in the 
spring. This practice is one which the 
borer will flnd to its greatest advan- 
tage and it is therefore suggested that 
the practice of feeding or plowing un- 
dre the stalks be adopted before the 
borer arrives."
